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Jeffrey Lurie has shaped the Eagles into one of 
the most competitive organizations in profes- 
sional sports on and off the field. During his 
tenure, Lurie has fueled energy, optimism, and 
pride throughout the entire organization, and 
has surrounded this team with state-of-the-art 
working facilities along with a family atmos- 
phere. The results have been dramatic. 

Since 1995, Lurie's first full season owning 
the Eagles, Philadelphia has been in the playoffs 
seven times, appeared in four NFC 
Championship games and in one Super Bowl. 
Only Green Bay (8) has been in the postseason 
more. With 101 combined wins in the regular 
season and playoffs, the Eagles are one of just 
five NFL franchises to have accumulated 100-or- 
more victories in that span. 

In the last five seasons, the Eagles have won 
an NFL-best 66 games (including playoffs). Only 
one other team in professional sports (San 
Antonio Spurs) has advanced as many times in 
their respective playoffs than the Eagles current 
consecutive streak of five.

Armed with team president Joe Banner, one of 
the league's sharpest minds and top salary cap 
experts, two-time NFL coach of the year Andy 
Reid, who was boldly hired in 1999 after a two- 
year stint as Green Bay's quarterback coach, 
and a franchise quarterback in Donovan 
McNabb, the Eagles are prime contenders for a

“I'm very confident in our strategies and the 
excellent people we have working for the 
Eagles,” said Lurie, “Our strategies never relat- 
ed to what was meant to be popular. | always felt 
that the decisions had to be best for the fran- 
chise and they often were very unpopular. If you 
want to succeed in the NFL with the salary cap, 
you have to make unpopular decisions.” 

The Eagles have reached double-digit wins in 
five straight seasons and are the only NFL team 
to do so since San Francisco in the previous 
decade. With 12-plus wins in each of the last 
three seasons, Philadelphia joined six other 
teams in league history to accomplish that feat. 
Lurie is proud of all the accomplishments but his 
goals are set much higher. 

“| have said so many times, winning the 
Super Bowl is the ultimate goal of this organiza- 
tion,” said Lurie, who serves on the NFL's 
Finance Committee, Broadcast Committee, 
Diversity in the Workplace Committee, Super 
Bowl Policy Committee, and is on the Board of 
Directors of NFL Charities, “Stadiums and train- 
ing facilities, however, are a vital element in the 
success and stability of sports franchises.

On May 6, 1994, NFL owners approved the 
sale of the Eagles from Norman Braman to Lurie, 
who fulfilled a lifelong dream of owning an NFL 
franchise. 
Since becoming owner of the Eagles, Lurie, 
who was named NFL owner of the year by The 
frm Sporting News in 1995 and by Pro Football 
Insider in 2000, has gone about the business of 
shaping the football team and the franchise on 
een and away from the playing venue, a venue 
packed with the most rabid fan base in the NFL.

Philadelphia,” says Lurie. “We appreciate them. 
On the road, they are there by the thousands. At 
home, they are always a 12th man.

re Describing his philosophy of ownership as a 
“partnership between the city, the fans and the 
team,” one of Lurie's primary objectives early in 
his time in Philadelphia was the formation of 
Eagles Youth Partnership, the team's non-profit, 
charitable wing. Now in its 11th year, EYP has 
developed into one of the most innovative and 
fr dynamic non-profit organizations —_ in 
Philadelphia and in the entire world of sports 
philanthropy.

In addition, Lurie is a director of the Autism 
Research Foundation and the NLM Family 
Foundation. NLM co-funded a short documen- 
tary film entitled, “Autism is a World,” that 
received a nomination for the 2005 Academy 
Award, 

“Autism is one of the most under-funded con- 
ditions in the country, and we need to raise 
awareness,” said Lurie. “Those who have autism 
are wonderful people, usually highly intelligent, 
sweet and caring, They are often unable to effec- 
tively communicate with others. A great deal 
more research needs to be done,” 

Prior to entering business, Lurie served as an 
adjunct assistant professor of social policy at 
Boston University. 

He earned a B.A. from Clark University, a mas- 
ter's degree in psychology from Boston 
University and a Ph.D in social policy from 
Brandeis University. Lurie also served as the 
president and chief executive officer of Chestnut 
Hill Productions, a Los Angeles-based film com- 
pany, since forming it in 1985. Lurie and his fam- 
ily are also primary shareholders of the Neiman 
Marcus Group. 

Born on Sept. 8, 1951 in Boston, MA, Lurie 
now resides in the Philadelphia area with his 
wife and their 2 children.

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Long known as one of the NFL's top executives, 
Joe Banner has played an integral role in trans- 
forming the Eagles into one of the most suc- 
cessful and progressive organizations in profes- 
sional sports, both on and off the field. 

“Joe plays a crucial role in most everything 
we accomplish. His determination, intelligence 
and desire for success are invaluable assets to 
the Philadelphia Eagles,” said Jeffrey Lurie, 
chairman/chief executive officer of the Eagles. 
“He's a great team player, unselfish and wants 
what's best for the franchise, our fans and our 
players.” 

The results on the field are very tangible. 
Since 1995, Lurie and Banner's first full year with 
the Eagles, only one team has appeared in the 
postseason more than Philadelphia (seven out 
of 10 seasons). Only one other team in profes- 
sional sports (San Antonio Spurs) has advanced 
as many times in their respective playoffs than 
the Eagles current consecutive streak of five. In 
addition, the Eagles have won an NFL-best 59 
regular season games since 2000. 

One of the league's brightest football minds, 
Banner is lauded not only for his salary cap 
expertise, but for his negotiation skills and com- 
patibility with head coach Andy Reid and the 
player personnel department in managing the 
Eagles roster on a long-term basis. 
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Esteemed Dallas Morning News columnist 
Rick Gosselin stated, “The Eagles [under 
Banner] have developed a strategy for the salary 
cap. And now it's the blueprint for financial suc- 
cess in the NFL: Draft well, play them young, 
extend them early.” The New York Times hailed 
him as “the Joe Montana of the salary cap. He's 
simply the best.” ESPN.com's Len Pasquarelli 
says he “should be the poster child for crafty 
and responsible salary cap management.” 

After three straight NFC championship game 
appearances, Banner's disciplined salary cap 
management in recent years allowed the Eagles 
to acquire two of the highest-priced players 
available in DE Jevon Kearse and WR Terrell 
Owens during the spring of 2004. In fact, Banner 
negotiated an intricate three-way trade with 
Baltimore and San Francisco that sent Owens to 
Philadelphia. 

Banner does not go unnoticed within the 
Eagles organization. “With all the recent success 
of the team, most of the credit usually goes to 
the players and coaches,” said Reid. “But with- 
out the support and hard work of the front office, 
we would not have that success. Joe Banner is a 
big part of that support. As I've said many times 
before, Joe is the best as far as managing that 
salary cap.”

With Banner leading the charge, the results 
have been dramatic off the field, as well. His tire- 
less efforts to forge a partnership with the City 
of Philadelphia to build a football-based stadi- 
um in Philadelphia came to fruition when Lincoln 
Financial Field opened in 2003. 

Banner, who has been overseeing the day-to- 
day operations of the franchise since May 6, 
1994, was also key in the Eagles successful 
efforts to secure a partnership with NovaCare, 
which resulted in the building of the spectacular 
NovaCare Complex, the 108,000-square foot 
training facility, the largest and most state-of- 
the-art such facility in sports. 

“As I've told Jeff Lurie many times,” said 
Philadelphia Mayor John Street, “deals of this 
nature wouldn't get done without having some- 
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"rr" one who demonstrates the tenacity and dili- 


gence of Joe Banner.” 
Banner, who was named to his current post of 


res team president on August 1, 2001, has also been 


involved in the creation and execution of every 
department in the organization. Whether it was 


the restructuring of the football operation and 


bold hiring of Andy Reid, the creation of the 
league's most respected marketing operation, 
or the formation of the nationally-acclaimed 
Eagles Youth Partnership, he was at the center 
of those decisions. 

In 2004, Banner was the driving force behind 
the Eagles Tackling Breast Cancer campaign. By 
selling over 32,000 pink hats adorned with the 
Eagles logo in October, the team raised 
$208,760 for the Abramson Cancer Center of the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

The Eagles have earned several awards over 
the past few years, including being selected the 
best overall web site amongst NFL teams, secur- 
ing 20 sports Emmys and 19 Tellys for the Eagles 
Television Network, and earning 11 Philadelphia 
ADDY awards for the “You Can't Script This 
Stuff” campaign in 2005. In addition, the Eagles 
media relations department earned the Pete 
Rozelle Award for the league's top public rela- 
tions operation, 

Under Banner's leadership, the Eagles popu- 
larity has soared in recent years, The waiting list 
for season tickets is over 60,000 people, mer- 
chandise sales and internet hits have increased 
yearly, and media attention is at an all-time high.

While football is a huge focus in his life, 
Banner also has time for being a devoted hus- 
band to his wife, Helaine, and a loving father to 
daughter Jill (16) and sons Jason (10) and 
Jonathan (8). The Banner family resides in the 
suburban Philadelphia area. 

Banner also devotes a lot of time and energy 
to community service and is active in non-profit 
groups. He is the co-chair of the Philadelphia 
City Year Board and is responsible for bringing 
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that program to Philadelphia. Most recently, 
Banner joined City Year's national Board of 
Trustees and is also the chair of its National 
Leadership Committee. 

Of City Year, Banner says: “City Year is 
extremely important to me because | believe we 
live in a community and we each have an obliga- 
tion to try to make our communities better 
places. For me, City Year epitomizes the values. 
and beliefs by which | have tried to live my life.” 

For his efforts, he was named Citizen of the 
Year by the American Red Cross in 2004 for out- 
standing corporate leadership and commitment 
to Southeastern Pennsylvania's civic and chari- 
table organizations. 

In 2001, Banner also received a prestigious 
leadership award from the renowned PARTNERS 
Program, a charitable organization that aims to 
enhance social and race relations in the 
Philadelphia region. 

Said Lurie of Banner's community involve- 
ment: “Joe is invaluable not only to the 
Philadelphia Eagles organization but to the 
Philadelphia community as a whole. On the pro- 
fessional side, Joe has been the point person on 
the most crucial issues facing our organization. 
Joe's impact on the community, however, is of 
equal importance.” 

Banner's expertise has led to a great deal of 
respect within the field of higher education. In 
2004, he lectured at a class on creating a corpo- 
rate culture at the Harvard Business School and 
a class on leadership at the Wharton School of 
the University of Pennsylvania, 

In 1995, President Bill Clinton appointed 
Banner to a panel of 10 judges nationwide, 
which selected the 15 recipients of the presti- 
gious President's Service Award. He is also on 
the board of the Maxwell Football Club and the 
Philadelphia Convention and Visitors Bureau. 

Banner (born 2/13/53) is a graduate of 
Denison University and was a sports producer 
and reporter at Philadelphia radio station WCAU 
1210 AM, 
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One of the league's top executives, Tom Heckert is 
in his 5th season in Philadelphia. He was promot- 
ed to his current role of vice president of player 
personnel in 2003 and, on December 24, 2004, 
signed a contract extension through 2009. In this 
role, he works closely with Andy Reid in all player 
personnel matters while managing the player per- 
sonnel department, which includes both college 
and pro scouting. 

“Tom has done an excellent job with our player 
personnel department over the last four years and 
we're fortunate to be able to keep him for the next 
several seasons,” said Reid. “He is one of the 
hardest working people | have ever met and is one 
of the best talent evaluators in the NFL.” 

Said team president Joe Banner, “The lifeblood 
of building a successful NFL team is having a 
strong player personnel department, specifically 
their success in the draft. Tom has been a tremen- 
dous asset in that area. He's bright and is very 
diligent in his work.” 

Since Heckert's arrival in 2001, the Eagles have 
acquired 13 starters (7 through draft, 2 via trade, 4 
free agents). Included in those 13 players are five 
2005 Pro Bowl selections. Prior to the 2004 draft, 
he also engineered the trade of 3rd-string QB AJ. 
Feeley to the Miami Dolphins for their 2nd round 
pick in the 2005 draft. 

Heckert, 38, joined the Eagles as the club's 
director of player personnel on May 21, 2001, after 
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a 10-year stint as a member of the Miami Dolphins pre» 
player personnel department. 

“In the interview, | just felt comfortable with 
him,” Reid said, “felt comfortable with what he 
knew. | knew he wouldn't be afraid to tell me his 
honest opinion. | knew it wouldn't matter what 
the scouts or the coaches said. He was going to 
give me a straight shot.” 

Heckert's first draft with the Eagles in 2002 
produced three Pro Bowl players: CB Lito 
Sheppard (ast round), SS Michael Lewis (2nd) and 
RB Brian Westbrook (3rd). CB Sheldon Brown 
(2nd) has also proven to be productive starter. 
Heckert has also shown a knack for finding key 
rookie free agents (G/T Artis Hicks, CB Roderick "™—™" 
Hood, S Quintin Mikell, DT Sam Rayburn, and WR 
Greg Lewis among others) who not only earned 
roster spots, but have been solid contributors tO pees 
the Eagles recent success. 

In 1999, he served as the Dolphins assistant 
director of pro personnel/college scout and was 
promoted to director of pro personnel in 2000. 
Heckert served as both a pro scout and as a col- 
lege scout during his first nine seasons in South 
Florida. 

Heckert's scouting talents have been valued by 
the NFL. In 2003, he was appointed by the league 
to the 12-person College Advisory Committee, 
which advises college football juniors on their 
draft status.

When Eagles Chairman/CEO Jeffrey Lurie and his 
wife, Christina, established Eagles Youth 
Partnership (EYP) as the team's non-profit char- 
itable wing in 1995, they named Sarah Martinez- 
Helfman as its executive director. Now in her sath 
year, Martinez-Helfman, frequently described as 
a "dynamo," is recognized as a leader in the 
field of sports philanthropy. 

“From the start, we were all convinced she 
had the ability to not just manage grants, but 
create programs, work with our players, and get 
them involved,” said team president Joe Banner, 
“| don't think there's anyone here who doesn't 
feel she has exceeded the expectations we had, 
Sarah is more passionate about what she does 
than anyone can be about what they do.” 

Under her direction, the award-winning EYP 
has given free books to more than 250,000 low- 
income children through the Eagles Book Mobile 
program and has examined the eyes of more 
than 13,300 children aboard the Eagles Eye 
Mobile, More than 75% of those children have 
received free eyeglasses. 

“Eagles Youth Partnership helps define the 
cutting edge in the emerging field of national 
sports philanthropy,” said Greg Johnson, 
Director of the Sports Philanthropy Project at the 
Robert Wood Johnson Foundation, “Nowhere 
have | witnessed more compelling examples of 
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the strategic use of a professional sports team's 
assets than in the direct programming offered by 
EYP.” 

In 2005, Martinez-Helfman and Eagles Youth 
Partnership were honored with two prestigious 
awards, The Robert Wood Johnson Foundation 
and the Sports Philanthropy Project teamed-up 
to recognize Eagles Youth Partnership with the 
inaugural Steve Patterson Sports Philanthropy 
Award, singling out EYP for its excellence and 
leadership in the field of sports philanthropy. 
Soon after, the GlaxoSmithKline IMPACT Award 
honored EYP for its excellence in the delivery of 
nonprofit community healthcare. 

The awards came on the heels of a much cel- 
ebrated example of EYP's impact in the commu- 
nity. During the week of Super Bowl 39, the 
Eagles Eye Mobile and Book Mobile made the 
trek to Jacksonville, as well, visiting local 
schools in that area. Along the way, the Book 
Mobile made stops to the elementary schools of 
current Eagles players in Maryland, South 
Carolina, Georgia, and Florida. 

Martinez-Helfman has devoted much of her 
career to working with young people. She has 
helped develop two National Service 
AmeriCorps Programs, has served as Chief 
Clinician of a residential treatment center for 
adolescent males in the juvenile justice system 
and as the lead advocate of a Rape Crisis Center. 

On the corporate end, Martinez-Helfman 
spent three years in Europe, advising corpora- 
tions, groups, and individuals on their charitable 
giving in England, Ireland, and Russia. 

A graduate of the University of Wisconsin- 
Madison, Martinez-Helfman earned her B.A. in 
English literature and her M.S. degree in coun- 
seling psychology. She also holds certificates as 
a trainer of diversity, conflict resolution and non- 
profit management. Having lived in four coun- 
tries, she now is happily settled with her family 
in Haverford, PA. Her simple mission in life is to 
leave the world better than she found it.

Andy Reid 
Head Coach/Executive Vice President 
of Football Operations 


One of the most successful head coaches in 
recent NFL history, Andy Reid has really put his 
stamp on this city's beloved football team. After 
taking over a 3-13 club on January 11, 1999, Reid 
has been simply masterful in turning the Eagles 
into one of the NFL's elite teams, leading the 
franchise to its first NFC Championship since 
1980. 

During his tenure, Reid, 47, has earned NFL 
coach of the year honors twice, compiled the 
highest win total (71) and winning percentage 
(.657) in team history, captured four consecutive 
division titles and four trips to the NFC 
Championship game for the first time in fran- 
chise history, and registered the most play- 
off wins (7) in club history. 


Under Reid, the 2004 Eagles clinched the NFC 
East title with five games remaining in the regu- 
lar season and the #1 seed in the NFC playoffs 
after a 13-1 start. Along the way, Reid passed 
Greasy Neale (66) for the most wins in franchise 
history. The Eagles earned their first trip to the 
Super Bowl since 1980 after defeating Atlanta in 
the NFC Championship game. 

In 2003, the Eagles overcame a o-2 start and 
a slew of injuries to post their second consecu- 
tive 12-win season. During that season, Reid reg- 
istered his 5oth career win (in his 81st game) to 
become the fastest coach in team history to 
reach that milestone, A year earlier, Reid was the 
overwhelming choice as the NFL's coach of the 
year as they thrived without the services of QB 
Donovan McNabb to still capture home field 
advantage in the NFC playoffs. 

After a 5-11 mark in his first season, Reid led 
the 2000 Eagles to the greatest turnaround in 
franchise history, finishing 2nd in the NFC East at 
11-5 and earning a trip to the NFC Divisional 
Playoffs. For his efforts, Reid was named the 
NFL's coach of the year by the Maxwell Football 
Club, The Sporting News, and Football Digest. 

His vision, his dedication, his passion, and 
his organizational skills are impeccable. For 
those reasons he was promoted to head 
coach/executive VP of football operations on 
May 8, 2001. Reid's contract was extended to 
2010 during the 2004 season.

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Eagles Chairman/CEO Jeffrey Lurie said, “I've 
always said, he's like a CEO on the field. He 
understands the big picture and the short-term 
picture. You have to always balance the two. 
Disciplined. Prepared, Smart. It's an awfully 
good combination.” 

“Andy has intellectual capital. He has no ego. 
To him, it's all about building team community, 
He's comfortable with himself. He's not para- 
noid, worried about what others think or report. 
He's genuine and people follow that.” 

Reid came to the Eagles after spending seven 
seasons as an assistant coach with Green Bay 
under Mike Holmgren. During that span, the 
Packers reached the playoffs six times and 
defeated New England in Super Bowl 31. 

In his 13-year NFL coaching career, Reid's 
teams have made the playoffs 11 times (16-10 
record in those games), has coached in the 
Super Bowl three times, in the NFC 
Championship game seven times, and in the Pro 
Bowl four times. 

“Everyone who works with him and plays for 
him knows exactly where he is coming from,” 
said team president Joe Banner. “We wanted 
someone with a strong set of convictions and 
who wasn't going to be affected by ups and 
downs and public pressure.” 


The Plan: 

“The important thing is to lay a plan, and then 
follow it step by step no matter how small or 
large each one by itself may seem.” This quote 
by Charles A. Lindbergh is scribed behind Reid's. 
desk and reflects his coaching philosophy. 

From the first day Reid set foot in the Eagles 
office, he orchestrated a plan on what it was 
going to take to make this a championship-level 
team, That plan, Banner said, “changed the per- 
sonality of the whole organization.” 

Said FOX Sports Troy Aikman, “Andy's the 
perfect fit for the city of Philadelphia. He has the 
right demeanor for the job and doesn't let things 
affect him. He has strong convictions, believes in 
what he's doing and doesn't waver.”

{t was about how to build a winning organiza- 
tion. It included practice, travel, and offseason 
schedules, notes from Holmgren's speeches, 
biographical information of other coaches, and 
much more.

Offensive Lineman Mentality: 

Reid attributes his modest, selfless nature to his 
days as an offensive lineman in high school and 
college saying, “I'm glad to be of offensive line- 
man roots, That way you don't lose perspective 
amidst the glamour, the monetary things. You 
have that hard-work thing ingrained in your 
brain. You understand you haven't gotten to 
where you are without hard work.” 

Said Lurie, “He won't talk about himself. But 
he has a tremendous work ethic and a sense of 
honesty and genuineness. And he's a great 
leader. Everyone respects his human qualities.” 

That work ethic was developed growing up in 
Los Angeles. Reid's mother, Elizabeth, was a 
radiologist while his father, Walter, was an artist 
working primarily on backdrops for theatrical 
sets. Father and son would leave their house at 
4:30 a.m, Walter, who worked across the street 
from junior high, would drop Andy off at the 
school and the younger Reid would work on var- 
ious projects in the wood shop. 

To this day, he is a skilled craftsman who has 
built cabinets and clocks. He also enjoys tinker- 
ing with old cars and, in fact, owns a 1928 
“Model A" Ford. 


Climbing the Coaching Ladder: 

Reid enjoyed a two-year stint as the Packers 
quarterbacks coach, working with Brett Favre 
from 1997-98. Reid took over that role after 
Marty Mornhinweg departed to become San 
Francisco's offensive coordinator under Steve 
Mariucci, the original QB coach on Holmgren's 
staff. 

In 1997, Green Bay won its 2nd straight NFC 
crown and Favre garnered league MVP honors 
for the third consecutive season. Prior to tutor- 
ing Green Bay's quarterbacks, Reid oversaw the 
tight ends, while assisting offensive line coach 
Tom Lovat. Under Reid's watch, Mark Chmura 
and Keith Jackson earned trips to the Pro Bowl.

Marty Mornhinweg is in his third season in 
Philadelphia and his second as the Eagles assis- 
tant head coach. In this role, he works closely 
with Andy Reid, Brad Childress, and the rest of 
the offensive staff. 

In 2004, the Eagles offense set franchise 
records in QB rating (96.4), completion pct. 
(61.4%), and gross yards passing (4,208). Along 
the way, QB Donovan McNabb set franchise 
records in QB rating (104.7), completion pct. 
(64.0), and passing yards (3,875), 

Mornhinweg, 43, joined the Eagles as a sen- 
ior assistant coach in 2003 after spending the 
previous two seasons as head coach of the 
Detroit Lions. From 1997-2000, he served 
as the offensive coordinator of the San 
Francisco 4gers. In 1998, the 4gers 


coordinator Brad Childress coached together at 
Northern Arizona in 1988. 

Four quarterbacks have earned Pro Bowl hon- 
ors while working under Mornhinweg: Donovan 
McNabb, Favre, and San Francisco's Steve Young 
and Jeff Garcia. 

In all, Mornhinweg coached on the college 
level for 10 seasons: Northern Arizona (1994 and 
1988), Missouri (1991-93), Southeast Missouri 
State (1989-90), Texas El-Paso (1986-87), and 
Montana (1985). 

Born in Edmond, OK (3/29/62), Mornhinweg 
was the Northern California player of the year 
and an all-state quarterback as a senior at Oak 
Grove HS in San Jose, CA, where he played under 
current Seahawks coach Mike Holmgren, an 
assistant coach at that school. He went on to be 


a four-year starter at Montana, where he estab- 


lished 15 passing records for the Grizzlies, 
Mornhinweg also was a quarterback for the 1987 
Arena Football League champion Denver 
Dynamite before suffering a career-ending knee 
injury. 

Mornhinweg earned a degree in health and 
physical education from Montana and a mas- 
ter's degree in health and physical 
education/sports administration from Texas-El 
Paso in 1988. He and his wife, Lindsay, have four 
children, two daughters, Madison (14) and Molly 
Lynn (9), and two sons, Skyler (11) and Bobby

Eagles new defensive coordinator. A veteran of 
19 seasons as a NFL assistant, Johnson has 
proven to be the right man in leading the team's 
defense to become one of the premier units in 
the NFL. 


“As I've said many times, Jim Johnson is the 
best in the business at what he does,” said Reid 
upon signing his prized defensive coordinator to 
a lucrative four-year contract extension in 2005. 
“His defensive units continue to produce at a 
very high level as he puts a lot of pressure on 
opposing offenses.” 

The Eagles defense knows only one way to 
play and that is to attack, Over the last five 
years, Johnson's units ranked first in the league 
in fewest points allowed (1,241, 15.5 per game), 
sacks (236), 3rd down defense (33.0 %), and red 
zone defense (86 TDs in 213 attempts), 8th in 
opponent's QB rating (73.8), and tied 
for 9th in take-aways (156). 

Despite employing a new tandem 
of starting cornerbacks in Lito 


In 2001, Johnson's unit became the fourth 
team in NFL history to go all 16 games without 
allowing more than 21 points. Their streak of 
allowing 21 or fewer in 34 straight games was 
second longest in NFL history (Minnesota, 1968- 
71). In 1999, Johnson's unit forced a NFL-best 46 
turnovers, including a team-record 5 intercep- 
tions returned for TDs. 

Over the last six years, Johnson's defense has 
produced 19 Pro Bowl selections: Troy Vincent 
(5), Brian Dawkins (4), Hugh Douglas (3), 
Jeremiah Trotter (3), Michael Lewis (1), Sheppard 
(1), Corey Simon (1), and Bobby Taylor (1). 

In 1998, Johnson helped the Seahawks regis- 
ter 10 TDs on defense, including 8 INTs returned 
for scores, 2nd most in NFL history. He arrived in 
Seattle after a four-year tenure in Indianapolis, 
the last two as defensive coordinator. 

He spent eight seasons with the Arizona 
Cardinals (1986-93). After overseeing the Cards 
defensive line for four seasons, Johnson 
excelled as their secondary coach, helping 
Aeneas Williams become the first rookie corner- 
back to lead the league in interceptions (6) since 
1981. 

Johnson began his coaching career as head 
coach at Missouri Southern (1967-68), before 
serving four-year tenures at Drake and Indiana. 
From 1977-83, Johnson served as defensive 
coordinator and assistant head coach at Notre 
Dame, a stint that included a national champi- 
onship in 1977. 

An all-conference quarterback himself at 
Missouri (where he played in the same backfield 
with long-time NFL executive Bill Tobin), Johnson 
went on to spend two seasons with Buffalo as a 
tight end (1963-64).

One of the most successful defensive line coach- 
es in league history, Tommy Brasher (pro- 
nounced BRAY-zure) is in his 7th season during 
his second tour of duty in Philadelphia. 
Brasher, 64, is a model of toughness and 
courage. Throughout most of 2001, Brasher bat- 
tled a bout with cancer. After being diagnosed 
with a cancerous tumor in his parotid gland (one 
of the salivary glands) on October 16th, Brasher 
underwent a six-hour surgery to have it 
removed. Three weeks later, he underwent 
another procedure to have 67 lymph nodes 
removed from his neck and shoulder. He missed 
just five days of work and not one snap of foot- 
ball on game day. “There was no reason not to 
go back to work,” said Brasher, “Laying around 
in bed wouldn't help. As soon as | could get 


Brasher served in the same capacity with the pen 
Eagles in 1985 as a member of then-head coach 
Marion Campbell's staff. In his one season with 
the Eagles, two of his defensive ends notched 13 
sacks apiece - Greg Brown and a rookie named 
Reggie White. 

Brasher enjoyed a 7-year stint as Seattle's 
defensive line coach, seeing two of his linemen - 
Cortez Kennedy and Michael Sinclair - earn mul- 
tiple Pro Bowl appearances. Kennedy was also 
named defensive player of the year in 1992. He p=» 
also held identical posts at New England, 
Atlanta, and Tampa Bay. 

An all-conference selection himself as a line- 
backer at Arkansas from 1962-63, Brasher was a 
college teammate of Cowboys owner Jerry Jones 
and former Dolphins and Cowboys head coach 
Jimmy Johnson. | | 

After beginning his coaching career with a 
six-year stint on the high school level, Brasher's 
alma mater provided him with his first collegiate "=" 
coaching assignment when he became the 
Razorbacks defensive assistant in 1970.

During his 
five seasons there, Castillo aided in the develop- 
ment of five Division II All-America linemen, 
including future NFL players Mayberry, Jorge 
Diaz, Kevin Dogins, and Earl Dotson. In that span, 
Castillo gained valuable experience as a summer 
coaching intern for Tampa Bay (1994), Seattle 
(1993), and Buffalo (1992). 

A former linebacker with Texas A&l and the 
USFL's San Antonio Gunslingers, Castillo began 
his coaching career as a graduate assistant at his 
alma mater before spending 1986-89 on the staff 
at Kingsville (TX) High School.

Aveteran of 27 years in the coaching profession, 
David Culley joined the Eagles as the club's wide 
receivers coach on January 19, 1999. 

The 49-year old Culley came to the Eagles 
after a three-year stint as the Pittsburgh 
Steelers wide receivers coach. During that three- 
year span, the Steelers reached the playoffs 
twice, advancing to the AFC title game in 1997 
and to the divisional playoffs the previous sea- 
son. In all, Culley has been to the playoffs 
seven times in his last nine seasons as an 
assistant coach, including five appearances 
in the conference championship game. 

Under Culley's watch in 2004, Terrell 
Owens set a team record with 14 touchdown 
catches and became the first Eagles wide 
receiver to earn a Pro Bowl berth since 1997. 

A native of Sparta, TN, Culley was recruit- 
ed by current Dallas Cowboys head coach Bill 
Parcells as a quarterback at Vanderbilt 
University. Culley broke into the coaching 
ranks in 1978 when he oversaw the running 
backs at Austin Peay University. He next 
returned to his alma mater to coach the 
Commodores receivers from 1979-81. Culley 
then followed a succession of one-year stops 
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at Middle Tennessee State, Tennessee-pem» 
Chattanooga, and Western Kentucky with a four- 
year stint as quarterbacks coach at 
Southwestern Louisiana, where he tutored Brian 
Mitchell. Under Culley's direction, Mitchell 
became the first player in NCAA history to pass 
for over 5,000 yards and rush for over 3,000 
yards in a career.

Steve Spagnuolo is in his second season as the 
club's linebackers coach. During his first season 
in that role, Spagnuolo (pronounced SPAG-no- 
low) oversaw the remarkable story of Jeremiah 
Trotter, who, despite starting just 9 games at 
middle linebacker after re-signing with the 
Eagles in July, earned a Pro Bowl berth in his 
return to Philadelphia. Trotter solidified the run 
defense with 80 tackles, including a team-lead- 
ing 10 behind the line of scrimmage. 

Spagnuolo originally joined the Eagles 
coaching staff in 1999 as a defensive assis- 
tant/quality control coach working specifi- 
cally with the team's safeties. Two years 
later, he was promoted to defensive backs 
coach, where he spent three seasons tutor- 
ing the likes of Pro Bowlers Brian Dawkins, 
Bobby Taylor, Troy Vincent, and Michael 
Lewis.

free-lance safe-ty (FREE-lans SAFE-tee) n. a football 
player who is strong enough to defend the run and 
fost enough to cover wide receivers; must possess 
ability to blitz, defend the pass, and tackle in the open 
field; must be accounted for by the offense, otherwise 
he can determine the outcome of the game. 

Many players are credited with redefining a position 
for the way they play on the field. Dawkins has done 
just that, and has in tum, come up with a new name 
{or his position, While many strong safeties can play 
up on the line vs. the run and cover the pass, free 
safeties are often left to play centerfield and react to 
the ball. Dawkins has excelled at both and therefore 
‘can not be limited to either existing definition. 
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During the week, Dawkins walks the Eagles locker 
room as a humble, mild mannered, God-fearing man. 
But on game day he transforms into one of the most 
fierce and energetic creatures ever to occupy a sec- 
ondary. What's the secret? 

“My man Peduzzi hooks me up," explains Dawkins, 
“When he puts that Breathe Right on my nose, | just 
become the idiot man!” 

Chris Peduzzi, one of the Eagles athletic trainers, pre- 
pares that Breathe Right strip before Dawkins even 
gets to the stadium. He colors the strip with a mid- 
night green marker on one half anda silver paint pen 
‘on the other.

Donovan McNabb completed 29 of 42 passes (69%) for 
356 yards and accounted for 3 touchdowns (2 passing 
and s rushing), while Jevon Kearse posted the first 3 sacks 
of his Eagles tenure to lead an impressive defensive 
attack. Late in the first quarter, the Eagles posted 2 touch- 
downs in a span of just 43 seconds. First, McNabb capped 
off an impressive 7-play, 88-yard drive, in which he com- 
pleted all five of his pass attempts for 88 yards (including 
a 48-yard strike to Freddie Mitchell), with 2 one-yard 
touchdown plunge to put Philadelphia on top.

The Eagles registered the most points ever by a visiting 
team at Texas Stadium as they routed the Cowboys, 49° 
21, on Monday Night football. The Eagles scored touch- 
downs on six of their first nine possessions, including a 
stretch of five straight as they amassed 485 yards of 
offense, highlighted by four plays of 40 yards or more by 
four different players. Donovan McNabb lit up the 


Cowboys secondary with 345 yards passing and 4 touch- 
downs, including a trio to Terrell Owens, who set a record 
with his seventh consecutive MNF game with a touch- 
down catch. Owens got the Eagles on the scoreboard in 
the ast quarter as he grabbed a McNabb pass at midfield 
and raced past a slew of Cowboy defenders for a 59-yard 
score, The Eagles took advantage of three Dallas 
turnovers on the night, including a muffed punt by Lance 
Frazier deep in Cowboys territory that was recovered by 
Roderick Hood. Philadelphia responded with five consec- 
tive touchdowns: a 4-yard run by Dorsey Levens after 
the fumble, a 27-yard reception by Owens, a sg-yard 
catch by Pinkston, a 1-yard plunge by Brian Westbrook, 
and a 16-yard grab by Owens that gave Philadelphia a 42 

21 advantage midway through the 3rd quarter. 
Westbrook’s touchdown was set up by a remarkable play 
by McNabb, who evaded the rush from sideline to sideline 
for 14 seconds and threw a perfect strike downfield to 
Freddie Mitchell for a 60-yard gain. Lito Sheppard put the 
final dagger in the Cowboys with a 1os-yard interception 
return for a touchdown off of Vinny Testaverde in the 4th 
quarter.

It was certainly a tale 
of two halves as New York outgained Philadelphia 225-155 In 
the first half, But it was all Eagles in the second half, as 
Philadelphia enjoyed a 235-47 advantage in the final 30 min- 
utes. Brian Westbrook accounted for a pair of scores, David 
Akers added a pair of field goals and the defense over- 
whelmed rookie QB Eli Manning with two interceptions and 
five sacks. After both teams went scoreless on their first pos 
sessions, the Giants struck with a 22-yard field goal by Steve 
Christie, The Eagles then took over on their own 47-yard line, 
and seven plays later McNabb faked a handoff to RB Dorsey 
Levens, rolled to his right and pranced into the endzone, aiv- 
ing the Eagles a 7-3 advantage early in the second quarter. 
The Giants answered with a 31-yard field goal by Christie, 
The Eagles began the second half quickly with a 47-yard 
Akers field goal on their first possession. Moments after tak- 
ing a 10-6 lead, FS Brian Dawkins intercepted Manning to set 
up another Akers field goal, this time from 42 yards out. AS 
the Giants offense continued to struggle, the Eagles special 
teams chipped in as Jevon Kearse lined up on the punt block 
Unit forthe first time in his career and blocked a Jeff Feagles’ 
punt, which was then recovered by Hugh Douglas. Seven 
plays later, Brian Westbrook reached paydirt from one yard 
‘out and the Eagles were in control with a 20-6 lead they 
would not relinquish, New York went three-and-out on its 
next possession as the Eagles defense continued to bring 
pressure.

Donovan McNabb had a record-setting performance as the 
Eagles piled up 47 points and 542 yards of total offense in a 
nationally televised tilt vs. the Packers at Lincoln Financial Field. 
McNabb broke Joe Montana's NFL record with 24 consecutive 
completions as he started the game with a franchise record 14 
straight connections (he finished with 20 straight completions in 
the last game at NY). He also passed fora franchise-record 464 
yards and set personal bests with 5 TD passes (all in the first 
half) and a 247.8 QB rating in the rout. Terell Owens and Brian 
Westbrook were on the receiving end of a good deal of McNabb’s 
completions as the duo became the first pair of Eagles to each 
post 350 yards recelving in a single game since 1962 (Tommy 
McDonald and Timmy Brown). Westbrook snagged a career-high 
31 receptions for 156 yards and accounted for 3 of Philadelphia's 
five touchdowns in the first half, scoring from 9, 42, and 12 yards 
ut.

NFC CHAMPIONSHIP GAME 


The Eagles earned their first trip to the Super Bowl in 24 sea- 
sons as they upended the Atlanta Falcons, 27-10, at a frigid 
Lincoln Financial Field in Philadelphia. One day after more 
than a foot of snow pounded the Philadelphia area, the Eagles 
defense blanketed Falcons quarterback Michael Vick through: 


out the game, limiting him to just 262 yards (136 passing, 26 
rushing), while sacking him four times in a wind chill that 
reached single digits. The Eagles took an early 7-0 lead as 
Dorsey Levens used an extra effort to score on a 4-yard TD run, 
The Falcons answered back with a 17-play, 64-yard drive that 
tesulted in a 23-yard field goal by lay Feely. On that drive, 
Atlanta was set up with a first and goal at the Eagles 2-yard 
line, but DT Hollis Thomas came up with a sack and a tackle for 
a loss to force the field goal attempt. Facing a 3rd-and- situ- 
ation on Philadelphia's next possession, Donovan McNabb 
scrambled away from rushers and fired a 13-yard completion 
to Freddie Mitchell. One play later, MeNabb connected with 
Greg Lewis on a 45-yard completion down to the Falcons 4: 
Yard line, setting up a 3-yard TD pass from McNabb to TE Chad 
Lewis, who just barely kept both feet in bounds. But the 
Falcons responded again with a 10-yard TO run by Warrick 
Dunn to make the score 14-10 heading into halftime, The 
Eagles drove 60 yards on the opening drive of the 3rd quarter, 
leading to 2 31-yard field goal by David Akers. RB Brian 
Westbrook accounted for 48 yards on that possession and 
totaled 135 yards from scrimmage on 21 touches in the game. 
After an interception by Brian Dawkins late in the 3rd quarter, 
Akers added another field goal (34 yards) to build a 20-10 
advantage. The Eagles defense harassed Vick and the Falcons 
in the 2nd half, limiting them to no points, 86 total yards, and 
3 first downs. Philadelphia sealed their trip to Super Bowl 39 
with a 2-yard TD connection between McNabb and Chad Lewis.

In ther frst Super Bowl appearance in 24 years, the Eagles were 
decimated by four turnovers, including three In thelr opponent's ter- 
Fitory, as they fell tothe defending champion Patriots, 24-23, at ALL- 
TEL Stadium in Jacksonville. The victory by New England represent- 
ed their 3rd world championship in a span of four years. The Eagles, 
‘who welcomed the return of Pro Bowl WR Terrell Owens to the line 
up, outgained the Patriots, 369-331, but could not convert valuable 
scoring opportunities early in the game. Owens accounted for 122 of 
those yards an 9 catches, after courageously returning from a set 
ous ankle surgery just six-and-a-half weeks prior. Philadelphia 
‘moved the ball well early in the first half as they marched to the 
Patriots &-yard line late in the first quarter. Buta x6-yard sack by LB 
‘Mike Vrabel and an interception by 5S Rodney Harrison atthe 3-yard 
line thwarted a valuable scoring attempt. Later in the first quarter, 
Eagles TE LJ. Smith fumbled at the Patriots 38-yard line to stop 
another potential scoring drive. The Eagles did recover to take a 7-0 
lead early inthe 2nd quarter as Donovan McNabb connected with

Tied at 14 heading into the fourth quarter, the 
Patriots scored 10 points ina span ofs minutes to take a 24-14 lead. 
‘McNabb was then intercepted by LB Tedy Bruschi at the Pats 24 
yard line, hurting their comeback attempt. But WR Greg Lewis 
hhauled in a 30-yard TO reception from McNabb with 3:55 remaining 
to give the Eagles life, An unsuccessful onside kick attempt and 
another interception by Harrison ended the Eagles season.

The Eagles first round draft 
choice (5th overall) out of LSU in 
1944, Van Buren signed his first contract ($4,000) 
with a team that had never finished above qth place. 
Three straight division titles and back-to-back NFL 
Championships (1948 & 1949), he cemented his 
place as one of the most talented backs ever. 
Nicknamed "Wham-Bam" for his quick and punish- 
ing running style, he captured the NFL rushing title 
four times. In the 1948 title game vs. the Cardinals, 
he scored the game's only TO in a blinding snow- 
storm. A year later, he waded through mud and tor: 
rential rains in the Los Angeles Coliseum to rush for 
196 yards vs. the Rams in the title game. His 205 
yards rushing vs. Pittsburgh in 1949 is a club record, 
He finished his career with 5,860 rushing yards and 
77 TDs. A 5-time all-pro, he was selected to the 
NFL's 75th Anniversary Team in 1994. He was born

No NFL team before or since ever posted consecu- 
tive shutouts in championship play. No NFL team 
can claim to be more dominant over a two-year peri- 
od, The Eagles won back-to-back NFL 
Championships in 1948 and 1949, first shutting out 
the Chicago Cardinals, 7-0, and then blanking the 
Los Angeles Rams, 14-0. The foundation ofthis team 
began in 1947, when the Eagles lost to the 
Cardinals, 28-21, in the championship game, Under 
legendary head coach Greasy Neale, Philadelphia 
finished the 1948 regular season with a 9-2-1 record 
and took on the Cardinals in the championship 
game with a foot of snow covering Shibe Park. 


Superstar running back Steve Van Buren scored the 
game's only touchdown on a 5-yard TD run, while 
the defense limited the Cards to just 6 total first 
downs. The Eagles continued their dominance in 
3949 with an 12-1 record in the regular season and a 
victory over the Rams in the championship game on 
a rain-soaked Los Angeles Coliseum field. Van 
Buren again led the Eagles’ offensive charge as he 
rumbled for 196 yards on 31 carries. In those two 
seasons, the Eagles outscored their opposition 761- 
290. They were lovingly called “the duffel-bag 
dynasty." Many players were young men who had 
served their country in World Wer I! and returned 
home trying again to settle into a regular life. Said 
Hall of Fame LB Chuck Bednarik, a rookie on the 
1949 team, “I think we belong with the best teams 
ever. Look at what we accomplished.”

4933 — Frankford Yellowjackets’ franchise in the NFL 
awarded to syndicate headed by Bert Bell and Lud Wray 
for $2500, Club christened “Eagles” in honor of the sym- 
bol of the New Deal's National Recovery Act. Eagles and 
Chicago Bears play in Philadelphia's first Sunday game 
(Nov, 12) at Baker Bowl. Game ends in a 3-3 tie. 

1935 — General manager Bert Bell proposes an annual 
college draft to equalize talent in the league. Proposal is. 
adopted on May 19 for the 1936 season. 

1936 — Eagles have first choice in the inaugural college 
draft and select University of Chicago back Jay 
Berwanger but fail to sign him. Bell becomes sole owner 
of the team with $4,000 bid. Playing site for home 
games moves from Baker Bowl to Municipal Stadium. 
1939 — Davey O’Brien, Texas Christian's All-America 
quarterback, signs with the Eagles for a reported 
$12,000 per year salary and percentage of the gate. 
O'Brien plays in every game and sets NFL passing 
yardage record with 1,324 yards. On October 22, the 
Eagles play in the first televised pro football game and 
fell to the host Brooklyn Dodgers, 23-14, at Brooklyn 
Ebbets Field, Allan “Skip” Walz broadcasts the game for 
NBC from Ebbett's field to the approximate 1,000 TV sets 
then in Brooklyn. 

1940 — Home playing site switches from Municipal 
Stadium to Shibe Park (later known as Connie Mack 
Stadium). Pittsburgh owner Art Rooney buys half inter- 
est in the Eagles after selling the Steelers franchise to 
Alexis Thompson of New York, a 30-year old heir to a six 
million fortune in steel stocks. 
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1941 — Bell and Rooney swap franchises with 
Thompson, Rooney returning to Pittsburgh and 
Thompson taking over the Eagles. Bert Bell joins Rooney 
asa full-time partner in Pittsburgh, Thompson hires Earl 
(Greasy) Neale as head coach of the Eagles. 

1943 — Eagles merge with Pittsburgh Steelers to form 
the “Steagles” due to manpower shortage during World 
War Il. Merger dissolved at end of season. 

1944 — First draft choice Steve Van Buren debuts as 
Eagles’ halfback. Team finishes in second place with 7.1- 
2 record. 

43945 — Team again finishes in second place with 7-3 
record and leads league in scoring with 272 points. Van 
Buren leads NFL with 838 rushing yards and 110 points. 
1946 — Team finishes second for third straight year with 
65 record. 

1947 — Rookie end Pete Pihos, Van Buren, and Bosh 
Pritchard combine with an overpowering defense to lead 
Philadelphia into the NFL championship game for the 
first time but the Chicago Cardinals earn the NFL title 
with a 28-23 victory at icy Comiskey Park. 

1948 — Eagles win their first NFL championship, defeat- 
ing the Chicago Cardinals, 7-0, in a blinding snowstorm 
at Shibe Park. 

1949 — Thompson sells the team to 100 buyers, each of 
whom paid $3,000 for one of the 100 shares. They were 
called the “Happy Hundred” or the “ioo Brothers.” Their 
leader was James P. Clark, a Philadelphia sportsman and 
business executive, and the 100 investors included 
‘some of the leading names in Philadelphia business,

government and politics, including Leonard Tose. Vince 
McNally is named general manager. University of 
Pennsylvania All-America C/LB Chuck Bednarik is a ast 
round draft choice. The Eagles win their 3rd straight 
Eastern Division title and defend their NFL champi- 
onship with a 14-0 win over the Los Angeles Rams, 

1950 — In Greasy Neale’s final season as the Eagles’ 
head coach, they finish tied for third in the American 
Conference with a 6-6 mark. 

1951 — Alvin (Bo) McMillan replaces Greasy Neale as 
head coach. McMillan becomes ill the night before the 
season opener and is replaced by Wayne Milner, End- 
placekicker Bobby Walston is named rookie of the year. 
1952 — Jim Trimble succeeds Wayne Millner as head 
coach. Team rides strong defense to 7-5 second place 
finish, 

1953 — Bobby Thomason and Adrian Burk combine to 
pass for a league-high 3,089 yards, Pete Pihos catches 
63 passes for 1,049 yards and 10 touchdowns to lead 
league. Eagles finish in second place and snap 
Cleveland’s 11-game winning streak with 42-27 win in 
season finale, 

4954 — Bobby Walston leads league in scoring with 114 
points, Eagles finish second for third consecutive year 
with second straight 7-4-1 record. 

1955 — Pihos again leads all NFL pass receivers with 62 
catches for 864 yards. Joseph A. Donoghue, Eagles’ vice 
president/secretary, is elected assistant treasurer of the 
NFL. 

1956 — Hugh Devore replaces jim Trimble as head 
coach, 

1957 — Rookie QB Sonny Jurgensen highlights a 4-8 
season by passing Eagles to a 17-7 upset of the NFL. 
Eastern Division Champion Cleveland Browns. 

1958 — Buck Shaw signs as head coach replacing Hugh 
Devore. Eagles acquire quarterback Norm Van Brocklin 
in trade with Los Angeles. Team moves home games 
from Connie Mack Stadium to University of 
Pennsylvania's Franklin Field and attendance almost 
doubles. 

1959 — With Pete Retzlaff and Tommy McDonald his 
chief targets, Norm Van Brocklin passes Eagles to 7-5 
record and second place tie with Cleveland. 

1960 — QB Norm Van Brocklin and Chuck Bednarik, who 
plays 60 minutes at center and linebacker, pace the 
Eagles to their first Eastern Division title in 11 years. The 
Birds then win their third NFL championship with a 
come-from-behind 17-13 victory over Green Bay at 
Franklin Field. Van Brocklin, the league's MVP, and head 
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coach Buck Shaw both announce their retirements at the 
end of the season, 

1961 — Nick Skorich is named head coach and Sonny 
Jurgensen takes over as the starting quarterback. 
Despite Jurgensen’s record-setting season as a passer 
and a 10-4 record, the Eagles fail to repeat as division 
champions. 

1962 — Injuries in unprecedented numbers hit Eagles as 
the team wins only three games and falls to last place. 
1963 — RB Timmy Brown sets a then NFL record for total 
offense (2,436 yards; 841 rushing, 487 receiving, 11 
passing, 945 kickoff returns, and 152 punt returns) ina 
‘season. With the club’s 91 outstanding shares now held 
by 65 stockholders, club president Frank L. McNamee 
said it would be put up for sale with an asking price of 
4,500,000. Jerry Wolman, a 36-year old builder and self- 
made millionaire from Washington outbid Philadelphia 
businessman Jack Wolgin and became the new owner. 
The sale price was $5,505,000. 

1964 — Former Chicago Cardinals and Washington 
Redskins coach Joe Kuharich signs as head coach and 
begins a series of major trades to rebuild the club. 
1966 — After extensive roster changes, the Eagles finish 
95 for their first winning season in five years. 

4967 — Quarterback Norm Snead and flanker Ben 
Hawkins set team passing and receiving records, respec- 
tively, but ies to other key players contribute to a 
disappointing 6-7-1 record and a second place finish. 
1969 — After Wolman’s empire fell into serious financial 
trouble, a bankruptcy referee In U.S. District Court in 
Baltimore oversees the team's sale to Leonard Tose, a 
millionaire trucking executive. The price was a reported 
$16.1 million, at the time a record price for a profession- 
al sports team. Tose names former Eagles’ receiving 
great Pete Retzlaff as general manager and Jerry 
Williams as head coach. 

4971 — The Eagles leave Franklin Field for a new home at 
Veterans Stadium. After three consecutive crushing 
losses at the beginning of the season, assistant Ed 
Khayat replaces Jerry Williams (who had led the club to 
only a 3-10-1 mark in 1970) as head coach. 

1972 — After a stormy 2-11-1 season, Tose accepts gen- 
eral manager Retzlaff's resignation and releases the 
entire coaching staff. A bright spot, however, is Harold 
Jackson who leads the NFL in receptions and receiving 
yards (62-1,048), 
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1973 — Under new coach Mike McCormick and new 
quarterback Roman Gabriel, the Eagies have an exciting 
offensive season but can muster only a 5-8-1 record, In 
his first year as a full-time receiver, Harold Carmichael 
becomes the second consecutive Eagle to lead the NFL 
in receptions (67). 

1974 — Under newly appointed general manager jim 
‘Murray, the Eagles trade with Cincinnati and acquire LB 
Bill Bergey. Bergey bolsters the defense and wins Pro 
Bowl honors along with TE Charle Young, who becomes 
the third consecutive Eagle to lead the league in pass 
receptions (63). 

1976 — After a 4-10 season in 1975, Tose appoints 39- 
year old Dick Vermeil of UCLA as head coach but the 
Birds again earn a 4-10 mark. 

1977 — QB Ron Jaworski is obtained from the Los 
Angeles Rams in exchange for the rights to TE Charle 
Young. Bill Bergey, keying the newly-installed 3-4 
defense of coordinator Marion Campbell, wins all-pro 
and all-conference honors and is selected to play in his 
third Pro Bowl. 

1978 — The Eagles post a 9-7 record, their first winning 
season since 1966, and make the playoffs for the first 
time since 1960. They lose the NFC Wild Card playoff 
game in Atlanta, however, 14-13 as the Falcons score two 
ath-quarter TDs and Eagles’ Mike Michel misses a 34- 
yard FG try with 1:34 to play. Wilbert Montgomery, in his 
first starting season, rushes for 1,220 yards to become 
the first Eagle since Steve Van Buren to surpass 1,000 in 
a season, CB Herman Edwards provided the “Miracle of 
the Meadowlands” when he scooped up a fumbled 
handoff from Joe Pisarcik to Larry Csonka and raced 26 
yards for the winning touchdown with 20 seconds left to 
play before a stunned Giants Stadium crowd of 70,338. 
41979 — With an 11-5 regular season record — their best 
since 1961 — the Eagles tie Dallas for first place in the 
NFC East and go to the playoffs as a wild card team. After 
beating Chicago, 27-17, in the Wild Card Game, the Birds 
are upset at Tampa Bay, 24-17 in a divisional playoff 
round. Wilbert Montgomery sets a club record with 2,512 
tushing yards, and Harold Carmichael sets a then NFL 
record on Nov. 4, catching a pass in his 106th consecu- 
tive game. Rookie barefoot kicker Tony Franklin boots 
the second longest FG in NFL history — 59 yards — ina 
31-21 victory at Dallas. Dick Vermeil is voted NFL coach 
ofthe year. 

1980 — The Eagles win 11 of their first 12 games and go 
‘on to a 12-4 mark and the NFC East championship. The 
Birds trounce Minnesota 31-16, in the divisional playoff 
round and then upend Dallas, 20-7 at Veterans Stadium, 
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to win the NFC title and a berth in Super Bowl XV, The 
Oakland Raiders prevail in that game, however, 27-1 
Ron Jaworski leads the NFC with a 90.9 passing rating 
while throwing for 3,527 yards and 27 touchdowns. He is 
named NFL player of the year by the Maxwell Football 
Club and NFC player of the year by UPI. Harold 
Carmichael’s then-record NFL receiving streak is 
snapped at 127 games when he fails to catch a pass in 
the regular season finale at Dallas after sustaining a 
back injury in the first half. 

1981 — After building a 6-o record early in the season, 
the Birds struggle in their final eight games, post a 10-6. 
record and appear in the playoffs for the fourth consec- 
utive year but are upset at home in the NFC Wild Card 
Game by the NY Giants, 27-23. The Birds’ defense ranks 
first in the NFLin fewest yards allows (4,447) and fewest 
points allowed (221). On offense, Harold Carmichael 
enjoys the third 1,000-yard receiving year of his career 
and Wilbert Montgomery rushes for 1,402 yards. 

4982 — An NFL players’ strike takes place after two 
games and stops play for eight weeks. When play 
resumes on November 21, the long layoff hurts the 
Eagles. After splitting their first two games of the sea- 
‘son, the Birds come back from the strike to lose four in 
‘a row and miss the playoffs for the first time since 1977. 
A24-20 Eagles’ victory at Dallas on December 26 is the 
last victory in the Philadelphia career of head coach Dick 
Vermeil, who resigns shorily following the season after 
compiling a 55-51-0 overall record. 

1983 — Marion Campbell replaces Dick Vermeil as head 
coach after six seasons as the Eagles’ defensive coordi- 
nator. Owner and president Leonard Tose announces in 
January that his daughter, Susan Fletcher, the Eagles’ 
vice president and legal counsel, would eventually suc- 
ceed him as primary owner of the Eagles. After winning 
four of their first six games, the Eagles become mired in 
‘a seven-game losing streak and finish with a 5-11 record. 
‘The Birds’ offense is highlighted by first-team all-pro 
and AFC-NFC Pro Bowl selection Mike Quick, who leads 
the league and sets club records with 1,409 yards recelv- 
ing on 69 catches. 

1984 — After a 1-4 start, the Eagles post a 5-5-1 record 
over their final 11 games. Philadelphia's swarming 
defense sets a then club record of 60 quarterback sacks. 
Wilbert Montgomery establishes the Eagles’ career 
tushing record for yards (6,538) and attempts (1,465) 
‘surpassing the marks set by Pro Football Hall of Famer 
‘Steve Van Buren from 1944-1951. Kicker Paul McFadden, 
establishes an Eagles’ season scoring record with 116 
points (tops among rookies), surpassing Bobby 
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Walston’s 30-year mark of 114, and is named NFC rookie 
ofthe year. Ron Jaworski suffers a broken leg at St. Louis 
in week 13, snapping his streak of 116 consecutive starts 
(believed to be an all-time record for NFL QBs), 

1985 — On March 12, Leonard Tose, the Eagles’ owner 
since 1969, announces an agreement to sell the team to 
Norman Braman and Ed Leibowitz, highly successful 
automobile dealers from Florida for a reported $65 mil- 
lion, After obtaining the approval of the other NFL own- 
ers and fulfilling the terms of the transaction, Braman 
officially becomes the Eagles' new owner on April 29. 
That same day, Braman elevates Harry Gamble, general 
manager since February 4, to vice president-general 
manager overseeing day-to-day operations of the club. 
All-time Eagles’ rushing leader Wilbert Montgomery 
does not report to training camp and is traded to Detroit 
for LB Garry Cobb in preseason. The Eagles again over- 
come a 1-4 start, but fall off the pace and finish 7-9. 
Head coach Marion Campbell is released on December 
16, and Fred Bruney takes over as interim head coach for 
final game at Minnesota, 

1986 — Buddy Ryan, defensive coordinator of the 
Chicago Bears’ Super Bowl XX Champions, is named the 
17th head coach in Eagles’ history on january 29. On July 
16, Norman Braman becomes the sole owner of the 
team, purchasing the remaining 35 percent from his 
brother-in-law Ed Leibowitz. Harry Gamble is promoted 
to president-chief operating officer. Ryan makes sweep- 
ing changes in the Eagles’ roster, keeping young players 
and releasing several veterans. The youthful Birds strug- 
gle to a 5-10-1 record against the toughest schedule in 
the league. The Birds place two players on the AFC-NFC 
Pro Bowl roster: WR Mike Quick and DE Reggie White. 
White ties a Pro Bowl record with 4 sacks and is named 
MVP of the game. 

4987 — In March, Ron Jaworski, who set nearly every 
club passing record from 1977-1986, is put on waivers 
after the club decides not to guarantee his contract. The 
Eagles split their first two games of the season before 
the NFLwas beset by a players strike, After all games of 
Week 3 were cancelled, the NFL resumed play with 
replacement teams for the next three weeks. The Birds’ 
replacement team goes 0-3 and sets the stage for a 
surge by the regular players when they return to work. 
Philadelphia's regulars proceed to win three straight 
after the strike and move into a tie for 2nd place in the 
NFC East. They go on to finish 7-8 overall (7-5 in non- 
strike games) and due to a tie-breaking system, rank ath 
in the NFC East behind Dallas and St. Louis who also 
posted 7-8 marks. Offensively, WR Mike Quick earns his 
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fifth consecutive trip to the AFC-NFC Pro Bowl while QB 
Randall Cunningham (Pro Bowl ast alternate) emerges 
as a rising talent. Cunningham threw 23 TD passes and 
became the first QB to lead his team in rushing (505 
yards) since the Bears’ Bobby Douglas did so in 1972, 
The defense was led by DE Reggie White, who was 
named the NFL's defensive player of the year. White's 21. 
‘sacks set an NFC record and fall one shy of the NFL mark, 
1988 — The Eagles post the NFL's best mark (6-1) over 
the final seven weeks of the regular season en route to 
a10-6 record and the NFC Eastern division title. But their 
playoff fate is not sealed until moments after the con- 
clusion of their 23-7 victory at Dallas in week 16. It is 
then that NY Jets’ QB Ken O'Brien throws a TD pass to Al 
Toon to defeat the Giants and ensure the division title 
for the Eagles. Philadelphia then travels to Chicago for 
an NFC divisional playoff game against the Bears and a 
place in NFL history. The game, which begins in sunny, 
29 degree weather, would later be dubbed “The Fog 
Bowl,” after a thick fog rolls off Lake Michigan late in the 
2nd quarter. Due to the fog, visibility on the playing fletd 
was extremely difficult and the Bears prevail, 20-12. The 
shining season included the selection of QB Randall 
Cunningham, DE Reggie White and TE Keith Jackson as 
starters in the Pro Bowl. Cunningham, who sets a num- 
ber of Eagles’ single-season passing records and leads. 
the club in rushing for the second straight season, earns, 
Pro Bowl MVP honors. He also wins the Maxwell Football 
Club's Bert Bell Award as the NFL's top player. White 
leads the NFL in sacks for the second consecutive year 
and Jackson sets an Eagles’ receiving record with 81 
catches en route to earning rookie of the year honors 
from The Sporting News. 

1989 — The Eagles used an aggressive, ball-hungry 
defense — which led the NFL in takeaways (56) and 
interceptions (30), and set a team record with 62 OB 
sacks — to finish 11-5. Philadelphia, however, finished 
second to the Giants in the NFC East (despite two victo- 
ties in head-to-head competition) and faced the LA 
Rams in the Wild Card playoff. Although playing a post- 
season game at Veterans Stadium for the first time since 
1981, the Birds fell 21-7. QB Randall Cunningham posted 
similar numbers to his superb '88 campaign despite 
missing receivers Mike Quick and Keith Jackson for most 
of the season due to injuries. A deeper loss came on 
Dec. 9, when quarterback coach Doug Scovil passed 
away. The second alternate to the Pro Bowl, 
Cunningham started for the NFC squad when injuries 
kept the other QBs from playing. CB Eric Allen led the 
NFC in interceptions with 8. 
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1990 — In February, Buddy Ryan hired Rich Kotite as 
offensive coordinator to improve the Eagles’ sluggish 
attack, At season's end, the offense led the NFL in rush- 
ing (2,556) and time of possession (33:19) and the NFC 
in scoring (396) and TD passes (34). The defense led the 
NL in stopping the run thereby making the Birds the 
first team to lead the league in both rushing categories 
since Chicago did so in 1985, A 10-6 record put 
Philadelphia in the playoffs once again, but the Eagles 
suffered their third opening round defeat in as many 
seasons. The 20-6 Wild Card Game loss to Washington 
signaled an end to the five-year Ryan era. QB Randall 
Cunningham flourished with an NFC-leading 30 TD pass 
es and 942 rushing yards, while rookie WRs Calvin 
Williams and Fred Bamett combined to make 17 TD 
receptions. RB Keith Byars tied a team record with &1 
receptions and also threw 4 TD passes. 

1991 — On January 8th, team owner Norman Braman 
opted not to renew the contract of Buddy Ryan, the 
Eagles' head coach since 1986. On the same day, 
Braman promoted then-offensive coordinator Rich 
Kotite, making him the 18th head coach in club history. 
They opened with a 3-1 mark, their best start since 1981, 
despite having lost QB Randall Cunningham for the year 
due to a knee injury suffered at Green Bay on opening 
day. After coming on to lead the Eagles to their solid 
start, backup QB Jim McMahon was also injured in game 
5. With McMahon sidelined, the Birds suffered through a 
four-game skid. By midseason, Philadelphia had used 
five quarterbacks in eight games and seen its record 
sink to 3-5, The Eagles regrouped, however, and surged 
into contention for a playoff spot with a six-game win- 
ning streak (the club's longest since the start of '8i) that 
upped their record to 9-5. But a loss at home to Dallas in 
game 15 ended Philadelphia's playoff hopes. With a 
record of 10-6, the Eagles joined the 4gers as the only 
NFL clubs to post 10-0F-more wins in each ofthe last four 
seasons. The defense finished the season ranked # in 
the NFLin terms of fewest yards allowed overall, vs. the 
Tun, and vs. the pass. As such, the Birds became only the 
fifth club in NFL history and the first since 1975 to 
accomplish this rare triple. In addition, the Eagles’ 
defense led the NFL in sacks and fumble recoveries and 
tied for the league lead in takeaways. Five members of 
that defensive unit represented the Eagles in the AFC- 
NEC Pro Bowl —DEs Reggie White and Clyde Simmons, 
DT Jerome Brown, and LB Seth Joyner were selected as 
starters while CB Eric Allen also made the NFC squad. 
The selection of White, Simmons, and Brown marked 
only the sixth time in NFL history that three defensive 
linemen from one team were elected to the Pro Bowl. 
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41992 — The Eagles were dealt a huge blow before the 
season even began as all-pro defensive tackle Jerome 
Brown was killed in an automobile accident on june 25th 
in his hometown of Brooksville, FL. The tragedy over: 
shadowed the promise of the upcoming season which 
included the return of QB Randall Cunningham - out 
almost the entire ‘91 season with a knee injury - as well 
as the addition of RB Herschel Walker whom the Eagles 
acquired as a free agent just three days before Brown's 
death. They finished second in the NFC East with an 11-5 
record and returned to the playoffs, earning a Wild Card 
victory over the Saints before dropping a Divisional 
Playoff to the eventual Super Bowl champion Dallas 
Cowboys. The win over the Saints was the team’s first 
postseason victory since 1981 and its first road playoff 
conquest since 1949. Offensively, Walker became the 
fourth Eagle to top 1,000 rushing yards in a season and 
the first since Earnest Jackson in ‘85, Off the field, a 
‘September 24th ruling by U.S. District Judge David Doty 
paved the way for free agency in the NFL by finding the 
league's “Plan 8” policy in violation of federal antitrust 
laws and provided the four plaintiffs in the suit with an 
‘opportunity to sign with another club, Among those four 
was Eagles TE Keith Jackson, who four days later inked a 
deal with the Miami Dolphins. 

1993 — In January, the NFL and the Players Association 
signed a Collective Bargaining Agreement, a 7-year deal 
that would institute a form of limited free agency to 
replace the “Plan B” system. The most prominent NFL 
player affected by the settlement was the Eagles’ all- 
time sack leader Reggie White, who went on to sign with 
the Green Bay Packers on April sth. On the field, the 
Eagles produced an 8-8 record. After a flying start in 
which the Birds jumped out to a 4-0 record on the 
strength of three consecutive dramatic come-from- 
behind wins, season-ending injuries to QB Randall 
Cunningham, WR Fred Barnett and others were followed 
by a six-game losing streak (their worst skid since '83). 
Nonetheless, backup QB Bubby Brister led them to wins 
in 4 of their final 6 contests, a stretch that kept them in 
the playoff hunt until the final week of the season, 
1994 — A new chapter in Eagles history began on April 
6th when Norman Braman, the team’s owner since 1985, 
reached an agreement in principle to sell the franchise 
to Jeffrey Lurie, a Boston native and president of a 
Hollywood-based movie production company. Once NFL 
‘owners voted to approve the sale on May 6th, Lurie offi- 
ally took over the club on May 17. Despite losing the 
‘opener, the Birds bounced back to win 7 of their next 8 
contests, including a 4o-8 thumping of the eventual 
‘Super Bowl champion San Francisco 4gers. However, the 
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Eagles went on to drop their last 7 games, finishing 7-9 
and out ofthe playoffs. Two days after the season finale, 
Rich Kotite's 4-year reign as head coach ended when he 
was dismissed, RB Herschel Walker etched his name 
into the NFL record books as the first player in the 75> 
year history of the league to record a go-plus yard run, 
reception, and kickoff return in a single season. Only 
one other player - Hall-of-Famer Bobby Mitchell - had 
previously recorded that trifecta in a career. With back- 
to-back 1o0-yard rushing performances at SF and vs. 
Wash, rookie RB Charlle Garner became only the 7th 
back in NFL history to eclipse the century mark in his 
frst two contests. DE William Fuller, a free agent acqui- 
sition from Houston, notched at least one sack in 7 
straight games and subsequently broke the club record 
cof 6 consecutive games shared by Reggle White and 
Clyde Simmons, 

1995 — On February 2, owner Jeffrey Lurie named Ray 
Rhodes as the agth head coach in team history. Eleven 
‘months and a playoff victory later, that decision resulted 
in NFL coach of the year honors for Rhodes. In his first 
season, the former San Francisco 4gers defensive coor- 
dinator battled through a sluggish 1-3 start to put the 
Eagles back on the winning track, Rodney Peete took 
ver at QB for Randall Cunningham and led them to 9 
wins in their final 12 games, RB Ricky Watters, one of the 
NFL's most prominent free agent acquisitions of the year 
(he left the agers for the Eagles on 3/25/95), combined 
with Charlie Gamer to give Philadelphia the league's ath 
best rushing attack. In the postseason, the Eagles rout- 
ed the favored Detroit Lions, 58:37, in a Wild Card game. 
Philadelphia's season, ended, however, a week later as 
they bowed out to the eventual Super Bow! champion 
Cowboys, 30-1, at Texas Stadium, At season’s end, 
Watters, DE William Fuller (an NFC-high 13 sacks), and 
LB William Thomas (whose 7 INTS were the most by an 
NFLlinebacker since 1983) represented the Eagles in the 
Pro Bowl, Off the field, team owner leffrey Lurie and his 
wife, Christina, oversaw the formation of Eagles Youth 
Partnership (EYP). The charitable wing of the Eagles, 
EYP was formed in order to improve the quality of life 
and enhance opportunities for children in the Greater 
Philadelphia region. 

1996 — For the second consecutive year the Eagles com- 
piled a 10-6 regular season record and earned a Wild 
Card playoff berth. As such, Ray Rhodes became the first 
coach to lead the Eagles into the playoffs in each of his 
first two seasons at the helm. In the NEC Wild Card 
game, however, the Eagles fell to the host San Francisco 
‘49ers, 14-0, in rain-drenched 3Com Park. For the third 
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time in six seasons, the Eagles lost their starting QB to 
injury early on as Rodney Peete ruptured a tendon in his. 
right knee vs. Dallas. Ty Detmer led the Birds to four 
straight wins and teamed with WR Irving Fryar and RB 
Ricky Watters to fuel the conference's #1 offense (351.7 
yds/game). Fryar recorded career highs in TDs (11) and 
receptions (a team-record 88) and also tied a Birds’ sin- 
gle-game record with four TD catches vs. Miami on 
10/20, Watters a Pro Bowl berth with personal bests in 
rushing atts, (353), rushing yards (1,411), TDs (13), and 
total yards from scrimmage (a league-leading 1,855). DE 
William Fuller again led the team with 13 sacks en route 
to his 3rd straight Pro Bowl. MLB James Willis’ intercep- 
tion in the end zone in the final moments of game 9 at 
Dallas sealed a big win. Willis’ theft off QB Troy Aikman 
and subsequent lateral to CB Troy Vincent resulted In a 
104;yard TD return, The Eagles were one of the NFL's 
most aggressive teams in free agency. The signing of 
Vincent along with that of Watters the previous year, 
made Philadelphia the only team to land another club's, 
“transition” free agent in 1995 and ‘96, 

1997 — After a 4-6 start clouded the club's shot at the 
post-season, the Eagles turned to and-year QB Bobby 
Hoying. A 2-0-1 record in his first three starts brought 
them back into contention, but ended the year with a 6- 
g-atecord. Injuries plagued the club as 42 different play 
ers started, including three different QBs (Ty Detmer, 
Rodney Peete and Hoying). WR Irving Fryar posted 86 
receptions for a career-high 1,316 yards and RB Ricky 
Watters became the first Eagle to top the 1,000-yard 
Tushing plateau in three consecutive years. The 
defense’s most memorable performance came in a win 
vs, Green Bay as they held the Pack without a TD, snap- 
ping a string of 85 games (incl. playoffs) in which they 
had scored a TD. 

1998 - A disappointing 3-13 season led to the dismissal 
of head coach Ray Rhodes on December 28th, one day 
after the season finale. in Rhodes’ fourth season at the 
heli, the Eagles started 0-5 before posting their first 
win. RB Duce Staley led the Eagles in rushing (1,065 
yards), receptions (57), total yards from scrimmage 
(1,497), and TDs (6) as he became the first Eagle draft 
pick to top the s,000-yd. rushing plateau since Wilbert 
Montgomery (1983). On defense, the Eagles procured 
one of the DE Hugh Douglas in a trade with the Jets, 
Douglas led the Eagles and finished 7th in the NFL with 
a career-high 12.5 sacks, including a club-tying record of 
45 at San Diego. 
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1999 - Former Green Bay quarterback coach Andy Reid 
was named head coach on January 13th. Three months 
later, the club used the 2nd overall draft choice to select 
QB Donovan McNabb, one of the most accomplished 
athletes to ever come out of Syracuse. Their 2-7 start 
prompted Reid to insert McNabb into the starting lineup 
for six of the final seven contests. In his first start on 
Nov. 14th vs. Washington, McNabb sparked the Eagles to 
a.35-28 win over the Redskins. RB Duce Staley garnered 
his second straight 1,000-yd. rushing season and 
accounted fora NFL-best 41% of his team's offense. New 
defensive coordinator Jim Johnson turned up the heat as 
his troops accounted for a league-best 46 take-aways, 
including 28 interceptions (3rd in NFL), five of which 
were returned for TDs (a team record). FS Brian Dawkins 
and CB Troy Vincent earned their first Pro Bowl selec- 
tions, Vincent's 7 INTs tied for the league lead and 
became the first Eagle to top the entire NFL in INTs since 
1972 (Bill Bradley), Although the Eagles finished 5-11, 
Reid implemented a positive attitude in his young group 
of players that included 14 true rookies on the season- 
ending roster. 

2000 - Andy Reid, the NFL's coach of the year, led the 
Eagles to the greatest tumaround in franchise history, 
finishing and in the NFC East at 11-5. The season started 
with a perfectly executed onsides kick by David Akers to 
kickoff the season opener at Dallas, leading to a 41-14 
win, The Eagles won 10 of their next 13 contests and 
earned the top Wild Card spot in the NFC. In the playoffs, 
the Eagles overwhelmed Tampa Bay, 21-3, before losing 
to the eventual NFC Champion NY Giants in the 
Divisional Playoffs, After RB Duce Staley went down for 
the season with a foot injury in game s, Donovan 
‘McNabb became a legitimate MVP candidate (he fin- 
ished 2nd in AP voting to Rams RB Marshall Faulk). 
McNabb accounted for 74.6% of the team’s total net 
yards. TE Chad Lewis led all NFC tight ends in receptions 
(69) and eared his first trip to the Pro Bowl. The 
defense featured 3 Pro Bowlers in CB Troy Vincent, DE 
Hugh Douglas (15 sacks, 2 in playoffs), and MLB 
Jeremiah Trotter. First round draft choice DT Corey Simon 
recorded a rookie team-record 9.5 sacks. 

2001 — The Eagles captured their first NFC Easter 
Division Championship since 1988 and their first 
appointment in the NFC title game since 1980. Adversity 
hit this club early and often. The first preseason game 
was cancelled due to problems with the Veterans 
Stadium NeXturf. Starting C Bubba Miller was lost to a 
season-ending foot injury. And they dropped their sea- 
son opener in overtime to the Rams before true adversi- 
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ty devastated the entire world on September 11th when 
terrorist attacks struck the World Trade Center and the 
Pentagon. As a result, a week's worth of NFL games were 
postponed. The Eagles were 2-2 before beating the 
Giants, 10-9, on Monday Night Football for the first time 
since 1996 (a span of nine games). The Eagles won 8 of 
their last 10 games, including a dramatic 24-21 win over 
the Giants on December 30 to clinch the NFC East title, 
In the playoffs, the Eagles defeated the Bucs again, 31- 
9, and in the Divisional playoffs, Donovan McNabb made 
his homecoming to Chicago a sweet one, winning 33-19 
at Soldier Field. The Pro Bowlers on defense were DE 
Hugh Douglas, MLB Jeremiah Trotter, CB Troy Vincent, 
and FS Brian Dawkins. The unit allowed the 2nd fewest 
point total in the NFL (208), including a league low 64 
points permitted in 8 road games. In fact, their 7-1 road 
record was the best in franchise history, David Akers 
earned his first Pro Bowl berth and set a club record with 
17 consecutive FGs made. 

2002 — In the 31st and final season at Veterans 
Stadium, the Eagles set a team record for points scored 
(415) and sent a league-high 10 players to the Pro Bowl, 
However, they fell in the NFC Championship game for the 
second consecutive season. Andy Reid, the consensus 
coach of the year, proved the Eagles were not a one-man 
show, winning five of six games without Donovan 
‘McNabb (broken ankle). McNabb returned for the play- 
offs and directed a win in the Divisional playoff after 3rd 
QB A|. Feeley started the final five games, winning his 
first four. Although the Eagles lost their season finale to 
the Giants, they were still able to clinch home field after 
the Jets trounced the Packers in the same stadium one 
day later, The defense finished in the top five in numer- 
ous categories and sent four players to the Pro Bowl: CB 
Troy Vincent, CB Bobby Taylor, FS Brian Dawkins, and DE 
Hugh Douglas. The offensive line also featured multiple 
Pro Bowl selections for the first time since 1980 with Tra 
Thomas, Jon Runyan and Jermane Mayberry. David Akers 
‘set a eam record with 133 points to a Pro Bowl berth, 
2003 — In a season marred with injuries, controversy, 
and a slow start, the Eagles captured their third consec- 
utive NFC East division title and third straight trip to the 
NFC title game, a loss to Carolina. Lincoln Financial Field 
officially became the Eagles new nest with a season- 
opening Monday night contest vs. Tampa Bay, But the 
Eagles not only lost their first two contests, they were 
left without the services of Pro Bowl defensive backs 
Brian Dawkins and Bobby Taylor for a large chunk of the 
regular season (foot injuries). After various other 
injuries, two key players, LB Carlos Emmons (ankle) and 
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RB Brian Westbrook (triceps), were felled by season- 
ending ailments in December. After a 2-3 start, the 
Eagles rattled off nine straight wins, tying a team record 
previously set in 1960, That win streak was propelled by 
an improbable win at NYG on October 19. Trailing the 
Giants 10-7 with 1:34 remaining, no timeouts and a sput- 
tering offense, Westbrook fielded a bouncing punt and 
raced 84 yards for the dramatic, game-winning score. 
During that win streak, the Eagles toughed out a crucial 
win at Green Bay with a last-minute, game-winning drive 
directed by Donovan McNabb and ended up earning 
home-field advantage in the playoffs for the 2nd straight 
season. After suffering through a paltry QB rating of 51.1 
in the first six games, a nagging thumb injury in his 
throwing hand, and disgraceful, racial commentary by 
former ESPN analyst Rush Limbaugh following the 0-2 
start, MeNabb thrived. He garnered NFC offensive player 
of the month honors in November, leading Philadelphia 
to a 5-0 month. He engineered a come-from-behind 
playoff win vs. Green Bay before suffering a rib injury a 
week later vs. Carolina that sidelined him in the gth 
quarter. The Eagles employed a unique running back trio 
(Westbrook, Correll Buckhalter, and Duce Staley), 
dubbed the “three-headed monster,” that racked up 
1,618 rushing yards, 2,465 total yards from scrimmage, 
and 29 total TDs. Despite giving up the ball 8 times dur- 
ing their o-2 start, the team established a club record for 
fewest turnovers in a season with 22. They also turned in 
a franchise-record 6 games without a give-away. 

2004 — One of the most eventful off-seasons in team 
history helped propel the Eagles to their first NFC 
Championship and subsequent Super Bowl appearance 
in 24 years. Although they lost a hard-fought battle to 
the Patriots, 24-21, in Jacksonville, the Eagles mile- 
stones were plentiful as they captured their 4th consec- 
utive NFC East division title and won a franchise record 
13 regular season games, while Andy Reid became the 
all-time winningest coach in franchise history surpass- 
ing Greasy Neale, The season started on the first day of 
the free agent signing period as they inked DE Jevon 
Kearse to a lucrative 8-year contract. After signing 
Giants LB Dhani Jones, the Eagles bolstered their 


Se 
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offense in a highly-publicized trade with Baltimore and 
San Francisco on March s6th that sent WR Terrell Owens 
to Philadelphia for a sth round draft choice and DE 
Brandon Whiting. Owens hauled in 3 TD passes on open- 
ing day vs. the Giants and ended up with 77 catches for 
1,200 yards and 14 scores. His regular season was cut 
short on December 19, though, with a broken ankle that 
required surgery. Just over 6 weeks later, Owens coura- 
-geously returned in time for Super Bowl XXXIX and post- 
ed 9 catches for 122 yards. Owens’ battery mate, 
Donovan McNabb, also turned in a stellar campaign, 
completing 64% of his passes for 3,875 yards (both 
franchise records), 31 TDs and just 8 INTs for a career- 
high 104.7 QB rating. He became the first player in NFL 
history to finish a season with 30+ TD passes and fewer 
than 10 INTs and his 24 consecutive completions over a 
span of two games set an NFL record previously held by 
Joe Montana (22) in 1987. Brian Westbrook, in his first 
year as the Eagles featured back, piled up 1,535 total 
yards from scrimmage and 9 TDs, while leading all NFL 
RBs in receptions with 73. Those three, plus LT Tra 
Thomas earned Pro Bowl berths on the offensive side of 
the ball. The defense meanwhile, was led by Kearse (7.5 
sacks), a trio of Pro Bowl defensive backs (FS Brian 
Dawkins, SS Michael Lewis, and CB Lito Sheppard), and 
MLB Jeremiah Trotter, who earned a Pro Bowl berth 
despite not being inserted into the starting lineup until 
game 9. Trotter returned to the Eagles in July after being 
released by the Redskins. The defense finished 2nd in 
the league in points allowed (16.3 per game) and sacks 
(47). K David Akers, who set a NFL record with 17 FGs of 
4o-yards-or-more, and LB Ike Reese both earned Pro 
Bowl berths from the special teams. In all, a league-best 
10 Eagles earned trips to Hawaii. The Eagles stormed out 
to.a7-0 record before losing, 27-3, at Pittsburgh. After a 
win at NYG on November 28, the Eagles clinched the NFC 
East ttle with 5 games remaining. They went on to clinch 
home field advantage in the NFC after compiling a 13-1 
the playoffs, the Eagles topped Minnesota in 
ional playoff round and Atlanta in the NFC 
Championship game.

Network (ETN) and since then there have been amazing progressions for the Team based pro- 
duction group. 


Starting this season ETN will call WPVI ABC-6 (Philadelphia's ABC affiliate) their Official 
Broadcast Partner. In the outlying markets, WOLF - 
Scranton/Wilkes Barre and wemT 
Harrisburg/York/Lancaster will be network members. 


ETN combines state of the art programming with exclu- 
sive access to the field, locker room and the personal 
lives of our players and coaches. To date ETN has earned 
over 80 regional Emmy nominations and has taken home 
over 20 awards. Other accolades include 27 national Telly 

Awards over the past six years as well as multiple local awards in the Philadelphia region. 


ETN is housed within Lincoln Financial Field and is headed by Director of Broadcasting and 
Executive Producer, Rob Alberino.
